Applicant Initiated Interview Request Form/Arguments to be Presented 

Applicants wish to discuss the following issues with the Examiner in order to 
advance the prosecution of the subject patent application: 

In the Office Action dated August 17, 2007, the Examiner stated that 
Zaudtke et at. discloses that the portable disk locator has a power supply and 
that the locator may communicate serially, but that neither Daniels nor Zaudtke et 
al. specifically disclose that the portable disk locator's power supply provides 
electrical energy to the non-volatile memory on the disk array module. However, 
the Examiner continued, having a portable device provide energy to another 
device through a serial port is known in the art, and the Abstract of Taguchi et al. 
states: "An auxiliary charging connector for portable telephone set 3 is 
constituted of a USB connector plug. ... Power lines (V cc and GND) for outputting 
DC 5.0V and data lines (D+ and D-) are connected to the USB connector plug 
3a. ... The portable personal computer supplies the power voltage of DC 5-0 
V to the portable telephone set 4 through an incorporated USB interface and 
power line." (Emphasis added by applicants.). The teachings of Taguchi et al., 
then, are that the computer supplies power to the portable telephone set. 
Further, if the computer is powered down as taught by Zaudtke et al., there is no 
power supplied to the telephone. 

Applicant respectfully requests that during the subject Telephonic 
Interview the Examiner: (1) clarifies the applicability of the Taguchi et al. 
reference to the present claimed invention; and (2) clarifies how power to a non- 
volatile memory disposed in the computer of Taguchi et al. would receive power 
once the computer is powered down in accordance with the teachings of Taguchi 
et al. 
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
